The Colonial Empire 


Recent yeirs huve .witnessed a 
marked reawakening of public in- 
terest at Home in the affairs of the 
Colonial” Empire. This change of 
attitude has been stimulated on the 
one hand by the claims of the so- 
called “have-not” Powers, and.on the 
other by the sporadic disorders in 
various parts of the Empire which 
have drawn attentlon to unsuspected 
Tt isa 
change shared also’ by the Colonlal 
Office itself. In a notable passage in 
his “annual review of “the ~ Colonial 
Empire for 1938 the Colonial Secre- 
tary observes that he “inherited from 
his predecessors the tradition of trust~ 
ing the man on the spot, of leaving 
local legislatures to make their own 
laws, and of encouraging euch de- 
pendency to work out its own in- 
dividual development within the 
Empire.” The non-interference of 
Whitehall was due not purely and 
simply to deliberate . policy, but 
“largely to the Colonies being out of 
sight and even out of mind.” It isa 
healthy_sign of the times to have Mr. 
MacDonald's assurance that this ob- 
livion is now a thing’of the past, and 
that the Government's trust in its 
distant representatives must be “‘on a

Dr. Koo warned hls Hsteners that 
if Jopan should ever be able to lay 
her hands upon the whole of China, 
and thus obtaln confrol of her im- 
mense man-power, ber great possi- 
bilities as a market, her vast storc- 
‘jouses, and her mineral and agricul- 
tural wenlth, it was cértain she would 
“convert - these--Ilmitless and in- 
“mluable assets of.power and strength 
into. formidable means and instru- 
ments of domination and conquest.” 

The -subject: of: Dr. Koo'’s address 
was “The. Open Door and World 
Pence.” The address was delivered 
before a ‘large and - dlstinguished 
gathering with Lord Lytton presiding. 

Dr. Koo said that the open door 
was: a necessary corollary to. the 
modern conception of colonsal respon- 
sibility as a:trust. In“the Far East 
it has come. to-be recognised as u 
fundamental principle of- relations, 
not only between China and the 
forelm Powers, but between the 
foreign Powers themsclyes.—Reuter.

‘In a notable passage in 
his annual review of the Colonial 
Empire? for71938~ the” Colonial-Seere-’ 
tary observes that he “Inherited from 
his predecessors the tradition of trust- 
ing the man on the spot, of leaving 
local legislatures to-make their own 
laws, and of encouraging cach de- 
pendency to work” out its own in- 
dividual ‘development’ within the 
Empire." The non-interference of 
Whitchall was due not purety and 
slnply to deliberate policy. but 
“largely to the Colonies belng out of 
sight and even out of mind.”
